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Conflict continues with second apology demanded

A complaint by a 
Niagara-on-the-Lake 
town councillor about a 
Facebook post by another 
councillor has been 
resolved, but Lord Mayor 
Pat Darte was asked 
Monday to making a rul¬ 
ing about the behaviour 
of another member of 
council, Jim Collard. 

Councillor Paolo Miele 
apologized to Coun. Betty 
Disero on his Facebook 
page Saturday for using 
her name in a post about 
the hiring of two new 


town staff. Disero had 
risen on a point of per¬ 
sonal privilege last week, 
saying her rights as a 
council member had been 
infringed by the post and 
asked Darte to make a 
decision on the issue. 

Darte ruled in favour of 
Disero’s motion regarding 
her request for an apolo¬ 
gy. He said since it has 
been issued, there would 
be no further debate. 

“I don't believe our 
residents are pleased with 
the general behaviour of 
councillors in these 
chambers," he said. 
“When we enter these 
chambers, please have 


your agendas, prejudices 
and especially your nega¬ 
tivity, left outside." 

Darte said he will start 
this process by promising 
to deal with matters that 
come up at the council 
table better. 

“I now ask each and 
every one to come togeth¬ 
er as a team to deliver 
what we promised our 
residents within a posi¬ 
tive and respectful envi¬ 
ronment,” he said. "We've 
already accomplished a 
lot of work which some¬ 
times gets overshadowed 
by situations like we’ve 
had recently.”

Collard had risen on a 
point of order when 
Mazza was speaking, sug¬ 
gesting that it was "ludi¬ 
crous” for council to have 
more discussions about 
the budget, considering 
some councillors did not 
attend the workshops 
held by staff. 

Mazza had responded 
“I will not be offended by 
being rudely interrupted" 
and Collard left the meet¬ 
ing shortly afterward.

Conservancy wants to protect trees on private and public property 


The Niagara-on-the- 
Lake Conservancy wants 
the town to pass a bylaw to 
provide protection for trees 
and plans for those that 
are dead or dying on pub¬ 
lic and private property in 
the urban areas. 

Representatives of the 
group appealed to town 
council Monday to enact 
legislation that will include 


permits for cutting down 
trees, penalties and tree 
replacement regulations. 

"Regardless of whether 
trees grow on private or 
public land, the removal or 
damage to trees needs to 
be monitored and/or man¬ 
aged by the town of 
Niagara-on-the-Lake," said 
Sandra O’Connor, chair of 
a special committee of the 
Conservancy. 

“An urban tree bylaw 
would plug any loopholes 
allowing developers to 


clear cut urban woodlots.” 

She said urban trees 
provide many benefits to 
the community including 
increasing property values, 
combating climate change, 
helping to prevent water 
pollution and soil erosion, 
and reducing noise. 

“The dilemma is that 
while all trees live on 
someone’s property, the 
benefits they provide are 
not specific to property 
boundaries,” said 
O’Connor. 


She said the Superior 
Court of Ontario ruled in 
2013 that a shared tree 
under the provincial 
Forestry Act starts where 
its roots join the trunk. 
This gives neighbours 
common ownership of 
trees and restricts the cut¬ 
ting of branches or roots 
that cross the boundary 
line, O'Connor said. 

Coun. Paolo Miele said 
the town already has a 
bylaw that regulates trees 
on public lands. He said he 


wonders if some residents 
would find it offensive if 
there were rules enacted 
for private properties as 

O’Connor said some cit¬ 
ies, such as Toronto, 
Guelph, Markham and 
Richmond Hill have bylaws 
that also regulate 
trees on private 
properties.

What a difference a week makes. 

There were issues at council 
Monday night, but the atmosphere 
was one of “let’s get this done and 
move forward."

We'll see what happens between 
now and the next council meeting, 
but although it sounds like the con¬ 
flict continued into a second week of 
council, the atmosphere seemed 
considerably more civil than it had 
last week, almost conciliatory. 

It will be a relief to continue to see 
and hear councillors acting with 
courtesy toward one another and 
with the respect for their roles as 
elected officials. 

This council has already made 
huge achievements as far as govern¬ 
ing. 

We look forward to seeing how 
much more can be realized over the 
next three years if we have a council 
that is working together at a per¬ 
sonal level as well.

Locust Grove is the house 
on Hunter Road, on the 
back of the property that 
used to belong to Eden 
Christian College - the 
building was where the 
school started in 1942, then 
called Virgil Bible School, 
and later was a dormitory 
for students who attended 
Eden when it was built in 
the 1950s. 


But that is all part of its 
history, which dates back to 
1782. 

The first Locust Grove 
was built by Empire Loyalist 
Jacob Ball on land deeded 
to him by the crown, made 
of 88,000 bricks that were 
fired in a kiln constructed 
on the property. 

It was burned down in 
the War of 1812, and rebuilt 
by Ball's son George, says 


Ramputh. 

It has endured two more 
fires since, and several 
alterations, before being 
abandoned in 1985. 

There were occasional 
tenants after that, and 
Ramputh’s parents were 
among those who called 
the historic estate home. 

But when it was going to 
be sold in 2006 - his mother 
had died and his father was 



going to be kicked - 
Ramputh decided to pur- 

An airline pilot who had 
also worked in construc¬ 
tion, he decided to take 
time from his job and 
restore the house himself to 
its original Georgian style, 
learning what he needed to 

The entrance reveals a 
grand foyer with the 200- 
year-old staircase, original 
floors, two large drawing 
rooms and 11-foot ceilings. 
Walls are five-bricks thick, 
Ramputh said. 

The upper hall is restored 
in the Imperial style with 
inlaid walnut floors, fres¬ 
coed ceilings and ornate 
plaster work - plastering 
was one of the many skills 
Ramputh had to learn. 

The three large bedrooms 
showcase the bright 
Georgian sash windows, 
restored in the original 
manner with 130-year-old 
glass. 

The oldest estate in 
Ontario is now a bed and 
breakfast, and was full all 
summer with guests who 
were interested in its histo¬ 
ry, said Ramputh. 

The doors to the historic 
estate will be open to the 
public for the Rotary 
Holiday House Tour Dec. 4 
and 5, decorated by Regal 
Florist and Garden Centre. 


Ramputh says he feels a 
responsibility toward the 
public, especially those 
interested in heritage 
homes and construction, to 
see the interior of the house, 
and so was happy to be part 
of the tour. 

“This house is a living 
museum,” he said. 

“It will be good to have it 
open a couple of days, when 
people can see inside. Such 
architecture doesn’t exist 
any more. People should be 
able to see what early crafts¬ 
men were able to do.” 

On the other end of the 
spectrum, one of the newer 
homes on the tour is a cus¬ 
tom built 2001 Georgian 
colonial house, uniquely 
situated so the veranda, 
second-floor balcony and 

yard views all year long. 

The Falhman House on 
Samuel Street in The Village 
will be decorated by Liz 
Hawley of Refuge Antiques 
and Giftery, in Garrison 
Village. 

Duringthe two-day event, 
the Niagara Pumphouse 
will be featuring a show and 
sale of unique holiday gifts 
by local artists, and St. 
Mark's Church will offer a

David Hemmings, a local author 
of several books chronicling local 
history, will be at Penner’s Home 
Hardware and Building Centre 
Saturday, Nov. 28 from 10 a.m. to 2 
p.m., to sign his latest book, The 
Cross Roads. 

The history of Virgil “brings 
together the available historical evi¬ 
dence of a time gone by and high¬ 
lights the lives of early settlers and 
Mennonite refugees who have left a 
beneficial legacy in this community,” 
says Hemmings. 

Many of the people mentioned 
will be familiar to Virgil residents, 
“but this book offers a wider per¬ 
spective of the community,” he says. 

The many photographs come pri¬ 
marily from the families themselves, 
and illustrate the way the people of 
Virgil, once known as Cross Roads, 
lived decades ago. 

“The histories of these families 
offer many unique insights into a 
period for which living memories are 
fading fast,” says Hemmings, who 
has focused on the lives and times of 


Canada and the township. 

Other books by Hemmings include 
Disappearing History of Niagara; 
Laura Ingersoll Secord; The House of 
McFarland; Lincoln Militia; Captured 
in the War of 1812; A Portrait of 
McNab; and Recollections... Stories 
of the NOTL Hospital Auxiliary. 

Hemmings runs Bygones 
Publishing, a small company in town 
that publishes his books and those of 
other local authors.
